Offers to Meet 
Chinese Leader 
For Peace Talk 


Chinese Have Lost 
Chance to Conquer 
Peninsula He Says 


By RUSSELL BRINES 


TOKYO — (AP) — Gen. 


MacArthur today called upon 
Peiping to settle the Korean 
war before it exposes all of 
Red China to the "risk of 
imminent military collapse." 


"There should be no insu- 


perable difficulty" in settling 
Korean problems, he said, be- 
cause the Chinese have lost 
their chance to conquer the 
peninsula. 


The general made his peace 


bid in a statement before go- 
ing to Korea where he ord- 
ered his troops to cross the 
38th parallel "if and when its 
curity makes it tactically 
advisable." 


MacArthur said superior 


firepower and control of the 
air and sea have overwhelmed 
Chinese manpower. 


The supreme commander offer- 


ed to confer in the field with the 
Communist commander - in - chief, 
generally believed to be a Chinese, 
to work our military details of a 
peace. 


But a settlement, he emphasized, 


would be based on realizing the 
"political objectives of the United 
Nations in Korea." These remain 
unchanged from the original direc- 
tive of unifying the peninsula. 


As an implied alternative, Mac- 


Arthur said: 


-^ Red China Doomed 
. . A decision by the United 


Nations to depart from its toler- 
ant effort to contain the war to 
the area of Korea, through an ex- 
pansion of our military operations 
to his coastal areas and interior 
bases, would doom Red China to 
the risk of imminent military col- 
lapse. 


The general's statement was 


made as—for the second time— 
powerful United Nations forces are 
approaching parallel 38, the border 
to Red Korea. 


"We have now substantially 


cleared South Korea of organized 
Communist forces," MacArthur de- 
clared. 


Six months ago a demand for 


unconditional surrender, broadcast 
to North Korean Minister Kim D 
Sung, went unanswered, 


No Concessions Needed 


Since then Red China entered 


the war and drove United Nations 
forces deep into South Korea 
Now the UN allies are on the way 
back. 


MacArthur told world diplomats 


that, in his opinion, no special con-

WASHINGTON-(AP)-A new crop of price, wage and produc- 


tion problems sprang up today to plague the nation's mobilization 
officials. 


One of these—the pay raise claims of 1,000,000 railroad workers- 


posed a major threat to wage stabilisation. 


Another—a 25 per cent slash in tire and tube deliveries for new 


passenger cars-appeared certain to bring strong protests from the 
automobile industry .and some auto buyers. 


At New High 


The cost-of-hving index hit a 


new high as of Feb. 15. It climbed 
1.3 points in the receding month 
to 183.8 per cent of the 1935-39 
base period. This was eight per 
cent above the pre-Korean war 
level for June, 1950. 


The cut in tires for new passen- 
!r cars was even deeper than the 


per cent reduction in steel for 


automobiles which previously had 
been ordered.

vices and exits, was released re- 
cently by the department of pub- 
lic safety. 


According to State Fire Marshal 


Otto C. Dahl, the new regula- 
tions require adequate 
warning 


devices to be installed in certain 
$ types of public buildings to pro- 


vide all persons an opportunity 
to escape before a fire reaches a 
point preventing evacuation. 


Install Barriers 


Dahl said the new code also pro- 


vides for the installation of smoke 
and flame barriers, including fire 
doors and fire screens at open 
stairways and shafts, to prevent 
* fire in such an 
area 
from 


quickly spreading throughout a 


4 building. Dahl said that such de- 


vices tend to confine a fire in one 
area, thus providing a great ad- 
vantage to fire departments try- 
ing to extinguish the blaze and 
reduce property loss. 


The new Illinois fire code is the 


result of legislation enacted in 
1949 requiring the department of 
public safety to establish certain 
rules and regulations with regard 
to fire protection. The rules and

Use Insulation 


Underwriters recommend that 


mineral wool insulation be usec 
as a fire barrier for this purpose 
This material, which cannot burn, 
is pneumatically blown through 
a hose into hollow spaces between 
studs, and between attic floor 
joists. National Bureau of Stand- 
ards has shown that a wood lath 
and plaster wail so protected will 
stop the passage of fire for one 
hour or more; with metal lath and 
plaster, the time increases to one- 
and-one-half hours. 


The thermal insulation provided 


by mineral wool also helps pre- 
vent overheated heating equip- 
ment by reducing the load on the 
heating system and ending the 
necessity of wasteful forced firing. 


Sparks Cause Fires 


There must be adequae protec- 


tion from roof fires, since sparks 
on roof from- nearby conflagrations 
are a leading cause of home fires. 
Fire-resistant materials, such as 
asphalt shingles, should be used to 
cover new roofs or to re-cover 
worn, flammable old ones.

Blanket of mineral wool under the 
roof will prevent the rapid spread 
of flames.

Although great progress has 


hern made in bringing beauty 
and convenience to the bath- 
room, it is still often the most 
uncomfortable 
room in 
the 


house. It is too cold in winter 
and too hot in summer. 


Winter discomfort sometimes 


is caused by lack of sufficient 
radiation, but more often is 
due to 
loose-fitting 
windows 


and cold walls which lack insu- 
lation. The cure is to weather- 
strip the window and to Wow 
the concealed wall spaces full of 
mineral wool, which will bring 
the walls to within two or three 
degrees of room air tempera- 
ture. 


Oppressive heat in summer 


also is usually caused by lack 
of insulation, particularly if the 
bathroom is on the top floor. 
Unless protected by full-thick 
insulation, the sun beating on 
the roof quickly penetrates the 
interior, making the bathroom 
15 or more degrees hotter than 
the outside air. 


Use Garage for 
Drying Clothes 
In Bad Weather

umbrella-type 
revolving 


clothes-dryer in the garage is use- 
ful for drying clothes in stormy 
weather. 


This type of dryer usually has 


a metal sleeve in which the cen- 
ral upright fits and rotates. 
If 


t is not so equipped, a length of 
)ipe can be used. 


A small hole the size of this 


sleeve is easily drilled 
through 


he garage floor. The hole should 
be of sufficient depth to bring 
he top of the sleeve flush with 
he floor surface. The dryer can 
be quickly inserted and removed.

Successful growing 
up requires that the child develop 
along many parallel lines at the 
same time. His play room and r.is 
school room should help—not hin- 
der—him from so developing-." 


Co-Ordinate Rooms 


Dr. Harmon believes that a play 


room or a classroom should' be so 
'co-ordinated" that lighting, dec- 
oration, seating, heating and other 
physical factors should provide a 
surrounding which meets the needs 
of the child. 


'Bad lighting," he says, "can 


distort the child; his eyes, his mus- 
cles, his body structure, his learn- 
ng. To see properly the child ad-

Schuman Plan Is Bright With 


Promise for Europe 


Six nations stand on the verge of an historic step toward 


European economic unity. Their representatives already 
have initialed the bold Schuman plan. If foreign ministers 
and parliaments ratify the action, the plan will take effect. 


It is a treaty for the pooling of all coal and steel facilities 


in France, Western Germany, Italy, Belgium, Holland and 
Luxembourg. Nothing like it has ever before been seriously 
contemplated in Europe. 
If the Schuman plan works, barriers to the free flow of 


coal and steel will be knocked down in the six countries. Rigid 
national cartels—groupings to fix prices and production 
quotas—will be wiped out. A free market featuring free 
competition will replace them. 
The coal and steel industries of the participating nations 


would be governed by new international institutions. The 
high hope is that this proposed integration would boost pro- 
duction, improve and enlarge productive facilities, raise liv- 
ing standards in these countries. 
*

Not to be overlooked is the prospect that this economic 


integration could serve as a preliminary to broader unity in 
the European economy, and as a basis for ultimate military 
and political unification. 
The old European habit of living within a national shell 


will not die easily. It would be foolhardy to expect too much 
of this beginning effort, or to ignore the practical difficulties 
of the treaty's application. But unquestionably it deserves 
to be hailed as a courageous and constructive act of states- 
manship. 
The original credit goes to Robert Schuman, who as 


French foreign minister conceived the plan last May. But 
the real spadework has been done by Jean Monnet, chair- 
man of France's delegation to the treaty-drafting conference. 
He has toiled long and devotedly to achieve this momentous 
objective. 


The Schuman plan, if ratified, will be in force for 50 


years at least. It will provide, too, the first great postwar 
test of Western Germany's intentions. In this treaty the 
Germans have been invited to become peace-loving, respect- 
able members of the European family. The world will watch 
closely to see how they perform in this somewhat unaccus- 
tomed role.

As we've noted, the French had to be brave to volunteer 


the shelving of their ancient feud with Germany. They are 
breaking with the past and projecting a future for Europe 
along wholly new lines. Federation is proposed as the real 
way to end feuding. 


The Schuman plan is open to all comers, especially to 


Britain, which is strong in coal and steel. Thus far the 
British have held aloof, fearing to handicap their insulated 
Socialist economy by entanglements on the continent. The 
French example ought to embarrass them considerably. 


But this is no time for carping criticism. The occasion 


calls for warm expressions of satisfaction that there are men 
m this troubled era with the courage and imagination to at- 
tempt so striking an advance toward solving urope's eco- 
nomic ills. Every lover of freedom and peace should hope 
the Schuman plan is ratified—and that it works.

There is, of course, a great deal 


more to the new game of Samba 
(three-pack Canasta) than just 
knowing the rules. A good player 
will get much better results than 
a poor player. 


As in Canasta, your object is 


not to meld out as quickly as pos- 
sible on every single hand but to 
make the most of your cards. 
When you have good cards you 
should try to keep the hand alive 
in order to meld as much as pos- 
sible. When the opponents have 
better cards than your side, your 
object should be to meld out as 
quickly as possible in order to pre- 
vent them from running away 
with the game. 


Don't bother to make the initial 


meld from your hand. Wait for a 
chance to pick up the discard pile. 
However, if the other side gets the 
discard pile it is then all right for 
you or your partner to meld from 
the hand. 


Making the initial meld from the

After the opponents have taken 


the first substantial discard pile, 
it usually pays for your side to 
meld in order to prepare for a fast 
out when your opponents get con- 
trol of the discard pile, but 
chances are that you will want to 
do so. 


In your initial meld avoid a rank 


that has already been melded by 
the opponents, for such a meld 
starts out with two strikes on it. 
If you cannot make the minimum 
count in any other way it is better 
to wait a little longer in the hop* 
that your hand will get better or 
that your partner will meld in th« 
meantime.

See Your Doctor Promptly 
If Bladder Trouble Starts

You feel a friend ha» been

WRONG: Tell him so. 
RIGHT: Make allowances for 


the fact that he is probably busy 
and don't risk ruining the friend- 


to understand, many people are 
more inclined to neglect or ignore 
pus or blood in the urine, painful 
or burning urination or similar ab- 
normalties more often than almost 
any other symptom which could 
be serious. Perhaps the reason is 
that so many urinary signs tend 
to come and go. But whatever the 
excuse, postponing a search for 
the cause is dangerous and too 
often leads to serious trouble 
which could have been avoided by 
prompt action. 


Among the common urinary 


symptoms is the presence of pus— 
usually accompanied by burning 
sensations—in the urine. This in- 
dicates the presence of inflamma- 
tion, 
usually 
actual 
infection, 


somewhere in the urinary passages 
from the kidneys on down. It is 
well to find just where this conies 
from—and start treatment before 
the condition has become chronic. 


One of the common locations for 


inflammation is in the bladder it- 
self. This is called cystitis. In addi- 
tion to causing pus to appear in 
the urine, cystitis is likely to pro- 
duce some pain, and chills and 
fever are by no means uncommon.

to go on too long the wall of the 
bladder may become thickened, its 
capacity lessened, and a state of 
chronic difficulty may go on for 
years. 


RAPID TREATMENT 


Most cases of cystitis are caused 


by germs, though chemicals or 
other irritating substances can 
also bring it on. Now, however, 
thanks to the many preparations^" 
which attack germs, the treatment 
of most forms of cystitis (if found 
early) is more effective and more 
rapid than it used to be. 


Moreover, the use of an ingeni- 


ous instrument, called the cysto- 
scope. makes it possible to look 
into the bladder and tell quite ac- 
curately what is wrong and just 
what part of the bladder is in- 
volved. 


But the doctor cannot drag pa* 


tients into his office who need at- 
tention. It is therefore up to any- 
one who has pus in the unne or 
any other suspicious symptom to 
act promptly.

Easter Morning Breakfast 


A few minutes' preparation today will help you serve Easter 


breakfast in a jiffy. Tou are probably going to hard-cook some eggs 
for the children's baskets; so just add a few extra for a breakfast 
dish, called "eggs ala goldenrod on toast". This dish doesn't take very 
much time on Easter morn. 


Hard-cook" the eggs—remember a good homemaker doesn't "boil" 


eggs, rather she hard-cooks them. Eggs to be tender, must be cooked 
at low, medium temperatures. Eggs are simmered 
minutes in hot water. When they are cooked, dip 


for about 25 
them in cold 


water so that the yolks won't discolor . Peel the eggs and store them 
in the refrigerator. Then oven-toast thin slices of bread, to make dry 
melba toast. 


Then, all that will be left for 


your final job on Sunday morning 
is to make a medium white sauce. 
This is made by using two table- 
spoons each of butter and flour, 
one-half teaspoon of salt and one 
cup of milk. Add to this white 
sauce, the chopped hard-cooked 
eggwhite and about one half of 
the yolks. Mix and pour mixture 
over 
the 
melba 
toast—which 


might be slightly rewarmed. 


Force the rest of the yolks 


through a strainer, and sprinkle 
them over the sauce and egg mix- 
ture. These yolks look like color- 
ful goldenrod, and thus is why the 
name is applied.

Ultra-Modern Subway Would 
Use Rubber Belt Conveyor 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Plans for 


an ultra-modern subway, using a 
rubber belt conveyor instead of 
tracks, have been submitted to 
the New York City board of trans- 
portation, Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
company announced. 


The conveyor shuttle was de- 


signed by Goodyear and the Ste- 
phens-Adams manufacturing com- 
pany of Aurora, HI.. 


Intended for one of the busiest 


and shortest subways in the world, 
the shuttle between Times Square 
and Grand Central, its cost is esti- 
mated »t 12,100,000. 


Here's How 


Here's how it would work: 
Passengers would step onto a 


•lowly moving platform, and from 
there into any one of 25 small, 
plastic domed cars. Cars and plat- 
form would be moving along at 
exactly the same speed—about one 
and a half miles an hour. 


There would be no unloading at 


this platform; only passengers get- 
ting on. So the usual rush-hour 
free-for-all would be eliminated. 


Each car has two benches that 


face each other, room for 10 pas- 
sengers. When the car gets to the 
end of the moving platform it 
glides off the low-speed conveyor 
onto a bank of runner-tired wheels. 
They send it whirling ahead until 
it matches the 15 miles an hour 
pace of the high speed conveyor 
which whisks the car to its desti- 
nation.
